4A Cricketer In India. 


HE world may be doubtful 
whether ‘“‘Over the Hill to the 
Poorhouse’’ or ‘‘Around the 
Corner to Prosperity” is in 
rehearsal, but thus far in the yea) 
the most gigantic dramatic produc- 
tion is even now beyond Hollywood 
superlatives. The leading actor has 
the countenance and frame of an 
elongated John Drew, and the cast 
includes 350,000,000 characters. 

The Earl of Willingdon, Viceroy of 
India, is the commanding (one might 
almost say ‘‘arresting” without hav- 
ing things thrown at him) character 
in the drama of Indian independence 
or rebellion. Upon his high, sloping 
shoulders rests the responsibility for 
measures which will either quell or 
inflame Indian revolt against British 
rule. In background, education and 
career Lord Willingdon is the per- 
gonification of what the Nationalists 
profess they would cast out of India. 
In point of view and some official 
acts Lord Willingdon is anything but 
orthodox to die-hard British Im- 
perialists. 

Lord Willingdon was born Freeman 
Freeman-Thomas in a family which 
achieved riches 
from West In- 
jian plantations 
n_ slave - holding 
jays. He was a 
sricketer at Eton 
and Cambridge, 
ind such was his 
fame among the 
vickets that when 
1e was appointed 
Viceroy, The 
Times of London 
devoted fourteen 
lines out of a 
thirty-six line biography to his cricket 
exploits. From a Liberal seat in the 
House of Commons he went to the 
peerage and a dozen years ago to 
India where he was Governor of 
Bombay and Madras. When E. S. 
Montagu who was then Secretary of 
State for India, visited India, he 
recorded in his diary that Lord Will- 
ingdon was the only British high of- 
ficial he had encountered who had 
attempted to meet natives on a basis 
of social equality. 

After serving as Governor General 
of Canada Lord Willingdon was re- 
called to India, this time to exercise 
his tact as Viceroy ‘‘I shall take 
with me,’’ he said as he left London, 
‘three principles which have always 
guided me in public life. First, I 
shall ask cooperation. My second 
principle is that of equal opportunity, 
which is no easy matter in a country 
like India My third principle is 
that it is not the color of the man 
which counts, but the character in- 
side the man.”’

neighborhood which scorns to climb the subject, ‘‘There is no legislation 


into the skies. Perhaps that building 
typifies a Morgan partnership, for, 
as once put in homely phrase, ‘‘there 
are never any buttons busted off 
in the Morgan shop.’’ 

None of the 
noise across the 
‘treet in the Stock 
Exchange is 
echoed at 23 Wall 
Street. ‘‘The Mor 
gan partners,’’ to 
quote a TIMEs 
“Magazine article 
of four years 
igo, ‘‘have so dis-

umph of a really busy man—never to 
seem busy.”’ 

Such lack of the spectacular is per 
haps more conspicuous than employ- 
ing showy methods. It extends even 
to the stationery of the Morgan firm. 
Paper and envelopes do not carry the 
Morgan name. Letter sheets are not 
decorated with the names of the 
twenty partners. Merely ‘‘23 Wall 
Street’? appears on stationery. The 
simplicity is almost ostentatious. 

The new Morgan partner has been 
a close observer of investment trusts. 
He was a partner in Brown Brothers, 
as was his father and his grand- 
father, and what he has had to say 
about investment trusts in the past 
four years has brought him into the 
headlines at intervals. He has spoken 
upon the subject before meetings of 
the Investment Bankers Association. 
He warned of dangers of their rapid 
growth but opposed their regulation, 
and he once told a New York State 
legislative committee inquiring into

NAVY which sees itself in dan- 

ger of pernicicus anemia looks 

hopefully toward a Georgia 
country lawyer. Naval experts attack 
limitation treaties, admirals deplore 
and denounce, gimlet-eyed accoun- 
tants go over columns of figures to 
find superfluous expenditures, White 
House and Navy League become an- 
gry over the phrase ‘‘abysmal igno- 
rance’’—the annual Winter manoeu- 
vres and warfare of words, charts 
and statistics are on in earnest. 

At a U-shaped bench as imposing 
as a deck of Supreme Court judges 
sits the Naval Affairs Committee of 
the House of Representatives, taking 
testimony and giving apparently fa- 
vorable attention to recommendations 
which would build up the navy to 
treaty limits within ten to fifteen 
years. This is the plan approved by 
the Georgian lawyer who presides 
over the committee and by the tight- 
lipped Bay-Stater who is Secretary 
of the Navy, and 
which is spon- 
sored by a for- 
midable group of 
admirals, known 
as the General 
Board. 

For Represen

vocally as Fred A. Britten, his sensa- 
tion-loving Republican predecessor. 
According to his official biography, 


Mr. Vinson was admitted to the bar 


two years before he became of age. 
He was born near Milledgeville, Ga., 
in 1883, attended Georgia Military 
College, and by 1902 had acquired a 
Bachelor of Laws degree at Mercer 
University and admission to the 
Georgia bar. Three years later he 
was a court official and ten years 
later he was a county judge. For 
sixteen years he has been in Con- 
gress, and his sole committee is naval 
affairs. He also keeps his eye on agri- 
culture, particularly cotton. Three 
years ago he introduced a bill which 
would have placed the New York 
Cotton Exchange under the control 
of the Secretary of Agriculture and 
this year he has a bill to abolish th’ 
Farm Board. 


The New Princess Royal. 


S a New Year's gift, Princess 
Mary, Countess of Harewood 
and the only daughter of the 

British King and Queen, was given 
the title of Princess Royal. Only 
the eldest daughter of a sovereign 
is eligible for this title and it can- 
not be achieved until there is a 
vacancy. There has been a vacancy 
for a year; the last Princess Royal 
was the Duchess 
of Fife, eldest 
daughter of Ed- 
ward VII and sis- 
ter of the present 
King, who died 
on Jan. 4, 1931. 

Although she in- 
herited many of 
the conservative 
qualities of her 
mother, Princess 
Mary has rivaled 
some of her broth- 
ers in being an 
innovator. She was the first of King 
George’s children to marry a com- 
moner, for her husband, Lord Las- 
celles, as he was then, held a title 
only by courtesy in being the heir to 
an earldom. In the days of the Coué 
health abracadabra, the Prince of 
Wales sprung the paraphrase, ‘‘Every 
day I get commoner and commoner 
and every day Lascelles gets royaler 
and royaler.’’ 

Another of Princess Mary’s inno- 
vations was the introduction of jazz 
music at the first ball she gave after 
her marriage. The favorite was a 
tune out of Harlem ‘‘I’m Just Wild 
About Harry.” More sedate music 
was the rule at Buckingham Palace, 
but torrid rhythm appears to have 
found favor among older members of 
the British royal family, for the 
cables told recently of Queen Mary’s 
request for the Guards band at 
Windsor to play ‘‘The Peanut Ven- 
dor.’’ 

As a housekeeper, Princess Mary 
has. managed even to out-economize 
the Queen. Some time ago foreign 
dispatches dealing with international 
problems were livened by an item 
which announced that Princess Mary 
had cut down the household accounts 
at Chesterfield House to sixty cents 
less a person than was expended for 
food at Buckingham Palace. But now 
further economies have been made, 
for, although the Earl of Harewood 
inherited one of Britain’s greatest 
fortunes, it has been necessary to 
sell Chesterfield House in London 
and rent Goldsborough Hall, his 
Yorkshire estate. ‘

E United States has the re-

HERE are more people unem- 

ployed in the United States, 

Britain, France and Germany 
today—that is, immobilized for want 
of work—than the sum total of all 
the forces at any time mobilized on 
all the fighting fronts during the 
great war. Human beings all over 
the world have every reason today to 
feel humiliated at their dishearten- 
ing failure to make use of the oppor- 
tunities which the wonderful twenti- 
eth century offers them so abundant- 
ly, for it is obvious that we have no 
one to blame but ourselves. 

Our machinery for production has 
advanced from one triumph to an- 
other. Our machinery for distribu- 
tion has broken down ignominiously, 
and the economic collapse has 
brought in its train political troubles 
of all sorts which threaten world- 
wide disaster if we cannot control 
our economic life to better advan- 
tage; and time is short. 

Will 1932 bring us salvation? There 
is a kind of optimism inborn in 
nearly all of us which tries to con- 
sole us with the comforting thought 
that trade depressions always right 
themselves somehow and that this 
one will be no exception. Our san- 
guine temperament, if not our sober 
reason, urges that depressions always 
pass. Humanity would be a sad thing 
indeed if our hope and high courage 
did not so often get the better of 
mere sober reason. Yet it is just this 
unreason that makes the prospects 
for 1932 seem to me so alarming.

The President’s 
proposal did not lead toward debt 
cancellation; on the other hand, it 
recognized the continuing validity of 
the debts and aimed to make future 
payments possible. It faced facts and 
in its attempt to save Germany for 
the sake of the rest of the world, as 
well as of Germany, it demanded 
temporary sacrifices of all. 

Of course, we know that the situa- 
tion is not cleared up. Germany is 
still in desperate straits. We just 
gave them a year’s breathing space. 
Now it is up to them to work out 
some plan to help themselves. We 
can’t go on doing the job for them.

DEFENSE OF RIGHTS. 


By SIR NORMAN ANGELL, M. P., 
British Author and Lecturer, Speaking Before 
the League for Political Education at 
Town Halli. 

ATIONAL defense means not 

merely the defense of national 

soil but the defense of the na- 
tion’s rights. Under the old system 
of anarchy it meant the right of 
each to be its own judge of what its 
own rights were. 

Now, note where that lands us. A 
nation—Great Britain speaking of its 
navy, France of its army to Ger- 
many—says: We ask for great 
power, greater than yours; but it is 
purely for defense. That is to say, 
if and when we get into a quarrel 
I ask for the right of being so much 
stronger than you that in fact I 
shall be its judge because it will 
then rest with me to say whether we 
shall arbitrate or not or what we 
shall arbitrate. If a foreign nation 
took that position, would you agree? 
You would point out that the liti- 


gant of a case was asking to be its 
judge. Yet under the old order of 
competition that is the position into 
which we were all pushed; claiming 
for ourselves rights which we re- 
fused to the other party. 

The only way out is, of course, for 
neither party to be judge; for both 
to accept third party judgment, law. 
And if and in so far as force enters, 
the force should be behind the 
judye, not behind each litigant fight- 
ing it out with the other.

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THE GREAT CONFERENCE. 
By HENRY L. STIMSON, 
Secretary of State, at a Hearing Before the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee. 

T [the disarmament conference] 

involves the hopes of the world, 

not only for peace but also for 
those foundations upon which good 
relations and peace are constructed. 
This is not really a conference for 
technical disarmament only. The 
possibilities for good and evil upon 
the whole world, including ourselves, 
of this conference are far greater 
than any conference in which we 
have participated. 

This conference really. is coming on 
in an attempt to meet a condition in 
the world which has existed ever 
since the close of the World War, 
and which is responsible in large part 
for the instability of the world, par- 
ticularly that part of the world which 
is now affecting all the remainder of 
us, Europe. You will remember that 
at the close of the World War, under 
the Versailles treaty, the Allies in- 
sisted upon a very rigid disarmament 
by Germany. * * * 

That demand produced a condition 
of disparity in Europe which has ex- 
isted ever since. The German nation 
and its Allies in the war now exist in 
a condition of practical disarmament, 
in the centre of Europe, and they are 
surrounded by a group of other na- 
tions which have not disarmed, but, 
on the contrary, have rather in- 
creased their armaments in many re- 
spects. It has produced an insta- 
bility of attitude in the centre of 
Europe, which attitude has produced 
repercussions of a political and finan- 
cial nature which extend far beyond 
Europe.
